Novel Way to Bake Cookies—Go to 
the tinsmith and have 
him cut for 
you a sheet of thick, flat tin 
Just a 


half inch 
smaller than 
your oven. 
Have him put a ring on it to hang it 
up by. When 
your cooky dough IB, 
ready, put 
the tin 
on the molding 
board, and roll the cooky dough out 
right on the tin until it covers it en- 
tirely. 
Then take your cooky cutter 
and cut out the cookies, as close to- 
gether as possible. Slide the tin into 
the oven and bake. When 
you re- 


move the tin the cooky rounds will 
easily come out. The 
few 
square 
corners remaining you can easily dis- 
pose of to the children while they are 
warm. 
This not only saves time, but 
it makes the cookies uniform, for, as- 
every cook 
knows, every • time 
.the 
cooky dough is rolled . over for 
an 
extra cutting, more flour has to be 
added, thus making the consistency 
of each tin of cookies different.

Marks of Degeneration. 
Degeneration, 
in 
the . medical 
sense, means a distinct deviation from 
the normal or usual. 
It is shown by 


faulty or unbalanced development of 
the body, and by nervous and mental 
peculiarities. 
Neurotic individuals, 
those with hereditary tendencies to 
Insanity, alcoholism, drug habits, and 
the like, are most likely to exhibit 
the stigmata or marks of degenera- 
tion. 
However, anatomical stigmata 
are very often seen 
in 
absolutely 
healthy stock; most of us can boast 
some little freakish trait if -we will. 
Indeed, the medical conception of in- 
sanity permits no fast drawn line be- 
tween sane and insane; 
there are 
very vague gradations, eccentricities, 
peculiarities, 
monomanias, between 
the frankly sane and the theoretically 
normal. That is why medical expert 
witnesses and criminal—very crimin- 
al—-lawyers have such difficulty in 
reaching conclusions in courft 
The 


legal conception ot insanity is an ar- 
bitrary one; the medical conception 
recognizes the resistance to classi- 
fication offered by human nature.

tional characteristics. 


Mental stigmata are egotism,, ec- 


centricities, emotionalism.

of the total 'expenditures. More than 
$17,300,000 were spent for this pur- 
pose, with an additional $925,000 for 
special treatment of tuberculosis in- 
sane 
and 
prisoners. One-half 
that 


money wisely spent in providing de- 
cent homes for the victims of tubercu- 
losis would have done ten times 
as 


much good. Bad houses, poor wages, 
large families, improper cooking, in- 
temperance, are the causes of tuber- 
culosis. Not one of these causes are 
treated 
by 
institutional 
treatment. 
Proper homes, living wages, 
decent 


cooking, prohibition, external and in- 
ternal bathing, hygiene and education 
would obviate a great proportion of tu- 
berculosis.

You need a different diet, plenty of 
pure drinking water between meals, at 
least four quarts a day. and frequent 
internal bathing to flush the kidneys 
and intestines and remove the accu- 
mulated toxines.
